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The following report on D£ii I (Ost) oil production lor May 1948 and financial 
statement for the second quarter of 1948 comes from another source, who is un- 
tested hut ■well-placed* Oil production for the month of Hay 1948 at DPU I (Ost), 
Neusiedl, totaled 9, 527 tons of crude oil pumped, containing 2.44# or 233 tons 
of foreign matter: 9*294 tons of cru^'e oil were punned to the tank-farm TEFO, 
at Hauskirchen in the Lobau. Oil production from 7 Hay 1^48 to 1 June from the 
same field totalled 7,270 tons, of which 5,281 tons contained less than 3't water* 
Oil delivered had a specific gravity of 0*8596. 

Only 63 of the 149 wells in the TEa I (Ost) area are producing. Soviet engineers, 
accompanied bv Austrian personnel, are conducting explorations near Maustrenk 
and have struck oil at 1,200 meters. There is a noticeable drop in ^as pressure 
in the whole, area, hut certain wells in TEA I (Ost) are still deliverinr 45 tons 
per twenty-four hour period.
